PROVINCIAL POLICY

In a further comment the 
Day Care Society report 
terms the province’s policy of 
providing work incentives 
through day care fee sche- 


dules ‘‘ludicrous’’ in ex- 
treme cases. It points out 
that a working couple could 
raise their net income from 
$1,250 to $1,875 per month 
‘without gaining one cent in 
discretionary income.’ The 
report comments that middle 
income people will be forced 
to choose lower quality day 
care if reasonable standards 
are not set. The authors add 
that ‘*higher taxation and 
higher fees are the equi-

The St. Albert Tennis Club 
had a proposal for city 
council Monday night regar- 
ding the expansion and 
operation of the Mission 
courts. Members of council 
seemed to favour the idea 
behind the club’s proposal, 
and proposed the club 
representatives meet with 
city staff to formulate a draft 
agreement. Under such an 
agreement, the tennis club 
would assume responsibility 
for the operation and pro- 
vision of tennis programs at 
the Mission Courts. 

The club proposal deals 
with the expansion of the 
Mission Tennis Courts for a 
wide range of tennis act- 
ivities. The expansion would 
be phased in over 1979, 1980 
and 1981. In 1979, the club 
proposes the addition of two 
new courts beside the exist- 
ing ones, where the public 
parking lot now lies. The 
same year, lighting on the 
four existing courts would be 
upgraded and some miscell- 
aneous improvements done.

valent to double taxation, 
with the federal and pro- 
vincial governments the ma- 
jor beneficiaries.”’ 

The report urges council to 
negotiate with the province 
on a number of issues, They 
ask that the city attempt to 
restore some municipal per- 
ogatives within the pro- 
vince’s guidelines and reg- 
ulations, as well as make an 
attempt to secure incentives 
for quality care in the form of 
supplementary grants, at 
least during the phase-in of 
the new schedule. The 
society also hopes the city 
will be able to secure the 
right to review standards and 
schedules, and submit pro- 
posals at least annually. 

The day care society 
representatives told council 
that they have observed 
negative effects since they 
began operating under an 
escalated fee schedule. As a 
result of the hike, they have 
lost many of their low income 
clients and have a dispro- 
portionate number of middle 
income clients, The waiting 
list for acceptance at the 
centre diminished to nothing 
with the introduction of the 
higher fees, although it has 
since rallied with a few 
names on the list. They 
stated that high income 
families who can afford to 
pay the full fee without 
subsidy now constitute the 
‘*vast majority’’ of their 
clientele. They commented 
that this is not in keeping 
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with the goals of the society, 
which wishes to attend to the 
needs of low income families. 


PRIVATE SECTOR 
COMPETITION 


This situation is further 
aggravated by the presence 
of a private day care centre in 
St. Albert, which offers its 
services for $3 less per 
month than the St. Albert 
Day Care Centre, the re- 
port's authors state. 

Mr. Sereda emphasized 
that private day care centres 
were important to the overall 
day care picture and said that 
competition was needed to 
keep the standards of care 
high. However, Mr. Sereda 
said he expected that private 
day care would improve over 
the next five years, while 
public day care would remain 
static, in order to get in a 
competitive position for fees, 


The Day Care Society 
board has further concerns 
about the comparative posi- 
tion of private day care to 
public which are stated in the 
report. While public day care 
centres are increasingly ad- 
ministered at the provincial 
level, private day care enjoys 
freedom from several stric- 
tures which are imposed on 
public facilities, Private day 
care operators are not re- 
quired to publish annual 
statements, so the public has 
less fiscal control over day 
care. Private operations do 
not have to institute parent 
advisory committees or com- 
munity-based advisory 
boards, which further mini- 
mizes community involve- 
ment, Because they operate 
to maximize profit, the report 
suggests that private opera- 
tions will be offering only the 
provincial minimum stand- 
ards. The report concludes 
its judgement of private day 
care by stating that ‘‘given 
provincial minimum stand- 
ards and fee schedules, it 
would be unrealistic to 
expect that private opera- 
tions would reflect com- 
munity standards or needs."’ 

The report gives several 
reasons in support of an 
increased role for municipal- 
ities in day care, The quality 
and availability of day care 
can affect a family's choice of 
conymunity in which to make 
its home, the report states, 


The authors assert that day 
care permits families to have 
two incomes, which in turn 
benefits the community ec- 
onomically. Two incomes can 
lead to the purchase of better 
housing which in turn in- 
creases the municipal tax 
base. More income means 
more income tax, as well as 
more discretionary income to 
stimulate the local economy. 
Single parents are more apt 
to become self sufficient 
when day care is available. 
The list of benefits concludes 
that money spent on day care 
now as a community service 
means that less money will 
have to be spent on remedial 


services and counselling 
later. **The social costs of 
inadequate socialization are 
incalculable,"’ state the au- 
thors. 

Having heard the report, 
members of council decided 
to wait until they attend a 
provincial meeting on day 
care before offering a res- 
ponse. Aldermen (and the 
day care society) had en- 
countered difficulties in in- 
terpreting the new fee sche- 
dule, which Ald, Throndson 
termed ‘‘rather hairy,’’ and a 
request was made that staff 
go over the report and 
indicate trends.

lar funding method in 1980, 
with the club contributing 
$7,000, matched by the com- 
munity assistance grant, and 
with a municipal assistance 
grant of $11,000. 


CLUB RESPONSIBLE 


The club has based its 
proposal on the condition 
that they become responsible 
for the operation and pro- 
vision of tennis programs at 
the Mission courts. They 
would have a lease or 
agreement with the city 
which would include certain 
terms. The club wants the 
use and operation of the 
courts during the tennis 
season, In return for this, 
club members would sche- 
dule times for public use of 
the courts; maintain the 
courts and conduct lessons, 
leagues and tournaments, 
The city would be able to 
schedule use of the facility 
during school hours and 
when the club is not using it. 
The club would have use of 
the clubhouse during the 
tennis season and would 
operate a food concession. 
They would also arrange for 
supervision of the courts and 
from time to time would 
assist financially with expan- 
sion or upgrading. They 
would provide and maintain 
the nets, and both parties 
would agree to further 
division of responsibilities 
and privileges, 


Community Services Dir- 
ector Sauer submitted his 
reaction to the proposal to 
the city manager. In the 
written response, he stated 
that the proposal was ‘‘not a 
bad idea’’ but that while the 
club would be providing a 
‘“‘worthy’’ service, it would 
be unfair to the rest of the 
community. He stated that it 
would be difficult for those 
who wished to play casually. 

Mr. Sauer had an alter- 
native recommendation, in 
which the Tennis Club would 
continue to be assigned 
playing time at various 
courts by the city. He 
suggests that the user-fee 
rate of $2 per hour would be 
waived if the club took over 
all tennis lessons. The city 
would set fees for these 
lessons. The club would also 
supervise the clubhouse and 
courts. Mr. Sauer agreed 
that the additional courts 

“were necessary, as well as 
the re-surfacing of the exis- 
ting courts. 

Members of council ex- 
pressed positive opinons 
about the club proposal. Ald. 
Roger Ayotte said he was 
‘happy about this’’ and 
commented that ‘‘clubs can 
usually maintain a facility 
better.’’ It was pointed out 
that such arrangements were 
not unusual in the city, as the 
Kinsmen run the Minor 
Hockey Program, and the 
curling club supervises curl- 
ing activities.

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The dam was broken. The major world airlines 
flying North Atlantic routes have voted over- 
whelmingly to change their rules on price-fixing. 
The result should be a surge in competition, 
lower fares for passengers, and, as the market 
opens to those travellers not blessed with 
pada accounts, an increase in passenger 
traffic. 


Not everyone welcomed the change. Officials of 
the International Air Transport Association, the 
body which for 30 years has set most air fares 
in its traffic conferences, warned that chipping 
away at the authority of IATA would result in 
confused scheduling and an unco-ordinated 
system. And a number of Arab and African 
carriers, worried that lower fares might hurt their 
financial stability, abstained from the vote. 


But the majority of IATA'’s 89 voting members, 
tired of seeing entrepreneurs like Sir Frederick 
Laker charge low fares on scheduled runs and 
reap the benefits, approved a report by the 
association's executive committee to allow 
individual airlines, at their discretion, to opt out 
of the price-fixing conferences. 


In doing so, they sensibly ignored the warning of 
IATA director-general Knut Hammarskjoeld, who 
argued that the Laker Skytrain has not created 
the boom in air travel between Europe and the 
United States which everyone thinks it has. As 
IATA’s own figures show, although the number 
of passengers on charger flights run by IATA 
members decreased by 193,000 in the first 
seven months of 1978 — from 875,000 to 
682,000 — the total North Atlantic air passenger 
traffic increased by 1.2 million people — from 
5.7 to 6.9 million. As booms go, that isn't to be 
sneezed at. :

percent from the 1976 level. But in the fourth 
quarter, after Laker had introduced its low-cost 
fares between London and New York, and 
certain IATA carriers had responded with 
competitive fares, the number of passengers 
increased from 1976 levels by 9.8 percent in 
October, 11 percent in November and 12.5 
percent in December. 


To a large degree IATA’s thawing may be the 
handiwork of the U.S. Civil Aeronautics Board, 
which earlier this year threatened to prosecute 
any airlines that fixed prices, and which recently 
announced steps by the Government to let U.S. 
airlines reduce scheduled fares by as much as 
50 percent. It would be foolhardy to buck the 
large market, and IATA's 
members have wisely signalled that they're not 
about to try. 


The airlines’ decision to relax tariff co-ordination 
does not in itself spell the dawn of low prices. 
Countries are still signing bilateral treaties, 
under which one country grants another landing

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rights on condition that both sides abide by set 
minimum fare levels, charter regulations and 
similar restrictions. But there is reason to 
believe that since the United States has already 
eroded the force of this practice, by signing 
treaties with Belgium and the Netherlands 
based on the relatively unregulated climate in 
the U.S., other nations may find themselves 
forced to follow suit. 


And that raises the question of the Canadian 
Transport Commission, which will be releasing a 
list of new Canadian air regulations in January, 
and will find it hard not to respond to IATA's 
move. Ironically, it has been given a perfect 
opportunity. Air Canada and CP Air have filed 
with the commission for domestic fare increases 
averaging five percent, making their only 
concession to lower fares in the area of charter- 
class fares, which oblige passengers to book 30 
days in advance, fly at least 400 miles, and stay 
at their destination at least seven days. (Their 
few low-rate scheduled flights — Nighthawk for 
Air Canada and Courier for CP Air — fly at night 
and on selected routes only). To add insult to 
injury, the corporations have recorded unpre- 
cedented profits for the first nine months of 
1978. 


lf the CTC expects Canada to remain 
competitive in the international and domestic 
markets, it cannot continue to restrict Canadian 
airlines, and foreign airlines entering Canada, 
from reducing the fares on scheduled routes. If 
Canadian airlines expect to remain competitive, 
they cannot afford to reject that option. The U.S. 
border is too close to most Canadians, and the 
bargains offered south of that border too 
attractive, to make maintaining current regula- 
tions and high fares anything other than a path 
to financial suicide.

Imported Chinese dog 
needs a better tailor

Some creatures are forced 

to go through life wearing an 
extra large coat over a 
medium-size body. 

That's the lot of the 
Chinese Shar-Pei, a breed of 
dog that is called the rarest 
in the world by the **Guin- 
ness Book of World Rec- 
ords,”’ 

As a puppy, the Shar-Pei is 
a mass of folds, with wrinkles 
from head to toe. When the 
dog reaches its adult height 
of 18 to 22 inches, its skin 
smooths out a bit but still 
appears loose, says National 
Geographic World magazine. 


BRISTLES TOP WRINKLES 


Besides wrinkles, the 
Shar-Pei has short stiff hair 
that stands upright, small 
triangular ears that lie atop 
its head pointing toward its 
eyes, a black tongue, and a 
tail that forms a circle, its tip 
touching the base. 

Although the breed is 
believed to be 2,000 years 
old, the Shar-Pei has only 
been in the United States 
about 10 years. There are 
now about 120 of them in this 
country and a few more in 
Canada, 

Many were imported after 
1973, the year a kennel 
owner in Hong Kong app- 
ealed to Americans to help 
save the dogs from exter- 
mination. He feared they 
would suffer the same fate in 
Hong Kong that they have in 
the People's Republic of 
China, where a stiff tax has 
made pets too expensive for 
most citizens to afford. Some 
Shar-Pei, along with other 
pets, have even wound up on 
the dinner tables of im- 
poverished peasants. 


One American to respond 
to the plea from Hong Kong 
was Ernest Albright, a 
retired California oil com- 
pany employee looking for a 
hobby. He imported his first 
Shar-Pei pair for breeding in 
1973 and since has filled 
orders for the dogs from all 
over the country. 

The eye-catching canine 
has caused a sensation, he 
reports, 

**T get calls and letters 
from all over the world -- 
Germany, Italy, Australia -- 
from people who want the 
dogs,"’ he said. '‘Some of 
them have offered $2,000 for 
one."" 

The offers are not so far 
out, Albright’s dogs sell for 
an average of $1,000 each. 
He hopes to raise and sell 
enough to help the breed 
gain recognition from the 
American Kennel Club, 


CHINESE FIGHTING DOG 


The Shar-Pei is believed to 
have originated in Tibet or in 
northern China, Ceramic 
statuettes and figurines ap- 
parently modelled after the 
dogs during the Han Dynasty 
(202 B.C. to 221 A.D.) have 
been found in ancient tombs. 

The Shar-Pei, whose name 
in Chinese means ‘‘rough, 
sandy coat,’’ was also known 
as the Chinese Fighting Dog. 
In ancient China they served 
as guard dogs, fighting off 
wild animals, and also were 
itted against other dogs for 
sport. 

The Shar-Pei made a good 
dog to gamble on, An ad- 
versary had a tough time 
getting its teeth into the 
Shar-Pei's loose coat, and 
once it did, the bristly hair 
made gripping painful. 

But Albright says the 


‘fighting dog’’ lable and the 
scowl on the Shar-Pei's face 
are deceptive. Actually, he 
says, the dogs are gentle, 
friendly, obedient, and in- 


telligent, besides possessing 
a keen sense of smell. 

‘Everybody that has one 
of my dogs wants another 
one,’’ he said.

“I feél there is a distinct 
connection between certain 
violence on T.V. and high- 
way fatalities - particularly 
those involving teen-agers 
and adults.”’ 

So says Cynthia Parsons, 
education editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

She also makes a con- 
nection between the sharply 
increased accident rate am- 
ong drivers under 30 - and a 
recent spate of movies show- 
ing senseless driving in autos 
and trucks. 

Highway officials concur 
that depicting driving vio- 
lence on television and movie 
screens is a factor in highway 
accidents, along with drink- 
ing which they say is the 
major culprit in accidents 
among young people. 

Examples given from mo- 
vies are cops and robbers 
screeching through busy 
corners and intersections, 
cars and trucks performing 
recklessly, crashing into each 
other and other vehicles, 
“good guys"' in ‘‘neat’’ cars 
spinning around with sc- 
reaming brakes on crowded 
city streets. 

“Listen to youngsters on a 
school playground talking 
about high speed chases on 
last night's T.V. programs,” 
says Ms. Parsons. She also 
blames adults who attend 
events committed to violent 
driving. 

She believes parents sh- 
ould ‘rise up and demand"’ 
that such scenes be banned 
‘from both television and 
jmovies. And that driver 
‘examinations should be more

Ata recent meeting 
at Rundle’s Mission at Pig- 
eon Lake, members decided 
which issues would be the 
major topics of discussion at 
the session, The first topic on 
the order paper will be a 
resolution calling for the 
separation of the western 
provinces from Canada.

OUPERETTE 
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Jack Bowen: he should write a book 


By Vicky Knight 
Most people hearing an 
account of Jack Bowen's life 
would soon find themselves 
slightly dissatisfied with 
their own. Mr. Bowen has 
led a life of high adventure 
against which our suburban 
life seems pallid and spirit- 
less. He has seen the world 
of aviation from its first 
crude hops to the ultimate 
‘giant leap for mankind,"’ 
He has been at home in parts 
of this country where most of 
us would be loathe to 
venture, even in 1978. 

. Jack was born in Neepawa, 
Manifoba,.the son of the 
second white woman. to 
venture west of Winnipeg. In 
1910 his family made the trip 
to Edmonton where he att- 
ended Alex Taylor School 
and carried papers for the 
Edmonton Bulletin. By 1919, 
he had heeded the call of the 
north and headed out. He 
boarded a steam boat at 
Athabasca Landing and set 


out, eventually arriving at 
Fort Assiniboine. For several 
years after this, Jack Bow- 
en's fortunes were to be 
inexplicably tied to those of 
the north, 

In 1922, Jack took over the 
dog sled mail route from Fort 
MacMurray to Fort Resolu- 
tion. Communications in 
those days were uncertain -- 
mail arrived by dog sled, 
horse team, ship or air mail. 
The only people outside the 
settlements were trappers 
and Indians, and in most 
areas there were very few of 
them. Jack recalls Fort Mac- 
Murray as a settlement that 
attracted all kinds of people, 
particularly those on the lam 
from legal, financial or per- 
sonal problems. (There are 
those that would say that 
Fort Mac hasn't changed 
much). However, Jack points 
out that the lack of banks or 
businesses to rob deterred 
the hard-core desperados, 
Indeed, there wasn't even 


any money in the area, as 
animal skins were the curr- 
ency of the north, and were 
traded for all manner of 
goods and services. It was a 
place where only the self- 
sufficient dared to go. Jack 
recalls, as a man had only 
himself to depend upon. 
There were no search planes 
for lost travellers, no ambu- 
lances, no hospitals. It was 
country unforgiving of mis- 
takes. 

In addition to his mail run 
across the frozen wastes of 
Great Slave Lake, Jack dis- 
covered that a resourceful 
man could turn his talents to 
a number of other tasks. He 
served as a guide for the 
Royal North West Mounted 
Police, and surveyed a mail 
route in the eastern Arctic. 
This route was never used, 
as air mail had come into use 
by this time. The survey trip 
was an exercise in hardship. 
Indeed, Jack Bowen inheri- 
ted the job because a young

forerunner had died en 
route. The journey covered 
about 3000 miles of merciless 
terrain, taking the party 
across Bear Lake and the 
Arctic barrens. Food sup- 
plies were quickly exhaus- 
ted, and the travellers were 
forced to eat one of the dogs, 
in addition to the occasional 
squirrel, marmot, spruce hen 
or ptarmigan. Navigation 
was extremely difficult as 
there were no maps and no 
sun for much of the year. The 
party travelled a good deal of 
the time by the cold light of 
the moon, 

November of 1928 found 
Jack trading at the isolated 
port of Aklavik. At this time, 
pilot Wop May, who de- 
livered the mail by air to the 
settlement was looking for a 
navigator. He found one in 
the person of Jack Bowen.

Thus began a long friend- 
ship, to be highlighted by 
several shared adventures. 


ON THE TRAIL OF THE 
MAD TRAPPER 


One of the most interes- 
ting of these concerns the 
infamous Mad Trapper, Al- 
bert Johnson. Jack and Wop 
tracked the Trapper by 
plane, and set a precedent in 
the process. It was the first 
time an aircraft had been 
used to track a human being. 
They followed the trail of 
Johnson's snow shoes which 
eventually led to his cabin. 

It was Albert Johnson’s 
greed and spite that led him 
to his bloody end. He had 
been in the habit of removing 
traps belonging to the In- 
dians and putting them in the 
trees, presumably to have all 


the game and furs for 
himself. The Indians, not 
pleased at the prospect of 
tree-top trapping, complain- 
ed to the Aklavic Mounties, 
who went out in search of the 
Trapper. As Wop May and 
Jack Bowen flew overhead, 
RNWMP Constable King 
approached the door of 
Johnson’s cabin. This was 
the constable’s last and fatal 
mistake, as Johnson promp- 
tly shot him dead from the 
other side of the locked door, 
High overhead, May and 
Bowen heard the sharp 
report of the rifle through the 
clear frigid air. Back at the 
cabin, the other Mountie 
returned Johnson's fire thr-

retrace Johnson's travels, to 
determine who the teeth had 
belonged to and by what 
nefarious means they had 
come into Johnson's poss- 
ession. The police believed 
he had murdered someone in 
the Yukon, but Johnson’s 
activities have remained 
something of a mystery. 


LIFE ON HERCHEL

centre of the whaling bus- 
iness. The island was a law 
unto itself, he recalls, even 
down to its geological struc- 
ture. Herchel Island had 
originally been an iceberg, 
which went aground on a 
sand bar. Over the years, the 
ice was covered with sand 


atthe ice flow became an, 


island. Life was hard in this 
place where in order to bury 
the dead, the residents 
‘*sharpened their feet and 
hammered them into the 
ground.’’ When the ice 
melted, the tops of coffins 
protruded, sometimes jar- 
ring their occupants from 
their final resting place. 

As I said Herchel Island 
was a whaling centre from 
1890 on, and was mainly 
populated by whalers. How- 
ever, the action on Herchel 
was somewhat limited and 
many of the whaling men 
jumped ship to attempt the 
overland journey to Fair- 
banks. They would start out 
carrying all their belongings, 
which they were forced to 
abandon along the way. In 
the 1960's Jack and his wife 
Doris retraced the whaler’s 
route and found many of 
these domestic relics, lying 
exactly where they had been 
dropped. 

Jack's memories are too 
many to be recounted here 
and too colorful to be 
omitted, He recalled for me 
the church built by Father 
Petitot at Good Hope in 1845. 
The church still stands, 
complete with the good 
Father's masterful carving 
and whipsawed lumber. He 
told me of the white fox 
hunters, who hunted on the 
frozen Arctic Ocean and 
pitched their tents on sand- 


bars. The snow would totally 
cover their canvas home, and 
to accommodate the white 
stuff, they would merely add 
another length of stovepipe 
to the pipe already pro- 
truding through the snow. 

He remembers cutting 500 
cords of wood in one winter, 
and can recall gooseberries 
that bore fat fruit only six 
weeks after the first leaves 
appeared. 


ALONE IN 
HEADLESS VALLEY 


One recollection which 
gave me cold chills was a 
visit Jack paid to the Head- 
less Valley, an area in the 
territories where mysterious 
and bloody things are rum- 
oured to occur. Jack spent 
two weeks in the valley, 
preparing a camp for a party 
of curious American doctors 
who were to be flown in by 
Wop May. Jack says he was 
not unhappy to leave the 
valley at the end of his stay, 
as the bears would get quite 
curious about his presence at 
night and would nudge and 
poke at his body while he 
feigned sleep. ‘“‘It was 
damned lonesome,"’ he re- 
calls. 

Other fragmented stories 
which he told me himself and 
scenes magnificent collection 
of photographs made a deep 
impression on my pampered 
modern mind. One photo 
showed the carved message 
of a man dying of starvation, 
mute evidence of the Arctic’s 
contemptuous disregard for 
the welfare of careless men. 

On a lighter note [ asked 


‘Jack if he and his mates 


partied at all, to while away 
the long northern hours 
when they weren't pre- 
occupied with the mechanics 
of survival. 

**Well,’’ he said. ‘‘This 
should tell you what it was 
like. When the boats came in 
they brought supplies for 20 
men. Included was one case 
of whiskey per man.’ I did 
not feel the need to inquire 
further about the social 
habits of northern trappers, 
traders, whalers or fliers. 
After his sojourn in the 


north, Jack moved on to 
Northwest Industries, an air- 
craft repair business at the 
Municipal Airport. During 
the World War 11, he 
contributed greatly, particu- 
larly in his work readying 
planes for the Dieppe raid. 
The men at Northwest were 
provided with S00 bombers 
which lacked instruments. 
These were obtained from 
Nome, Alaska, taken from 
wrecked planes that had 
landed in the muskeg near 
the Nome airport. Jack was 
aided by a strange crew 
made up of young boys and 
girls, and blind and handi- 
capped persons. The blind 
spliced cables and the handi- 
capped, sorted parts, which 
were then installed by the 
youngsters. Jack's sister and 
brother served as inspectors. 
The government sent out 
their own inspectors, but 
Jack says they were ‘‘green- 
horns’’ who were only too 
happy to leave the work to

In later years, Jack Bowen 
went on to become the Mayor 
of Devon, and is remem 
bered there to this day for his 
community work. He pér 
sonally donated $4,000 to 
start a schoolboys’ band, 
which was an excellent one, 
and Devon still remembers 
his generosity by holding an 
annual Bowen Day. 

An incident related by his 
wife and contradicted by 
Jack gives the measure of the 
man's modesty, as well as 
his wife's respect and ad 
miration for him, 

**Jack once walked from 
Aklavik to Fort MacMurr 
ay,’’ comments Doris. ‘‘It 
was a 2,000 mile trip."’ 

‘*Nonsense,"’ says Jack

Christmas _ without 
Scrooge? Bah, humbug! The 
crusty old skinflint is an 
integral part of my Christ- 
mas. Without some exposure 
to his crabbed presence, I 
cannot approach the Yuletide 
festivities with the right 
feeling of jaded glee. This 
year, through the good 
offices of Warren Graves and 
Theatre 3, my _ holiday 
humour is guaranteed. They 
have given me the best 
Scrooge yet. 

This is not to disparge the 
mastery of Charles Dickens. 
He is an incomparable teller 
of tales, and Graves took 
quite a risk in altering his 
work. But the risk paid off. 
The Theatre 3 production 
breathes life into the charac- 
ter in a way that the book 
cannot. Even Alistair Sims, 
the definitive film Scrooge, 
seems a bit pallid in 
comparison, 

The play is based on A 
Christmas Carol, but is 
modified for the stage. The 
result is a pared down 
version which loses none of 
the charm of the original. Of 
course, much of Dickens’ 
extensive social comment is 
eliminated, as well as a few 
non-essential events. Tne 
cast of characters was of 
necessity greatly reduced. 

The result is a tightened 
cohesive storyline which 
doesn't sacrifice the tale’s 
integrity. The ghosts are 
reduced to one -- that of 
Marley. This is effective 
editing as the story works 
without them. 

All the performances were 
good, and some were brill- 
iant. Warren Graves wore 
two hats, as playwright and 
actor, and gave us a Scrooge 
that will keep me sniggering 
for many Christmases to 
come, I had no trouble 
believing that this nasty old 
goat could rip off a small boy 
for a halfpenny, and suggest 
a return to the treadmill for 
the unemployed, Graves’ 
posture was perfect -- hun- 
ched over in a cramped

manner that suggested he 
was too stingy to expend his 
energies on standing up- 
right. His glee as he con- 
founded the charitable Mr. 
Monty appealed to the miser 
in us all. (I refer to that 
aspect of character which 
makes some of us cringe 
slightly as the door bell rings 
once more for yet another 
charitable appeal). 


SCROOGE REPENTANT 


As Scrooge transformed, 
Graves was equally good. 
Euphoric at his enlightened 
state, he capers wildly about 
in his nightshirt, thin legs 
kicking out spryly in the 
ecstasy of redemption. It was 
a. hilarious spectacle. The 
audience also got the tra- 
ditional satisfaction at seeing 
Scrooge suffer for his greed, 
as Marley's ghastly appear- 
ance turns the old curmud- 
geon into a quivering, shiv- 
ering wreck. It was a 
wonderful performance. 

Peter Messaline was an- 
other dazzler, in both of his 
roles. However, his Mr. 
Fezziwig was a marvel. With 
his rotund (padded) belly 
bobbing, he sprang about 
with frenetic energy, eman- 
ting Dickensian good cheer. 
It was a tour de force. As Mr. 
Monty, Messaline showed 
his versatility as he slipped 
comfortably into the role of 
the dignified humanitarian. 

Drew Borland had the 
ghastly, ghostly role of 
Marley and his hollow voice 
and hideous appearance 
were properly scary, I par- 
ticularly liked the bit of 
business Borland introduces 
when Marley and Scrooge 
have returned to the office of 
their past. Although Marley 
lectures Scrooge on the sins 
of avarice, he is simul- 
taneously scanning the led- 
gers. Old habits die hard. 

As the Cratchit children, 
young Colin Graves gave me 
a Tiny Tim I liked better than 
the saccharine character of 
Dickens. This kid was handi- 
capped, but resourceful. A 
trace of the con artist in this 


Tiny Tim worked well, and 
Colin came across as an 
endearing little rascal. Crys- 
tal Fleuty took-the roles of 
Belinda and Belle, also 
contrasting parts, and made 
them both work. As Belinda, 
she was nice mixture of 
demure gentility and street- 
wise survival instincts. 

I've never been crazy 
about Bob Cratchit, but the 
part was faithfully rendered 
by Ray Hunt, who also plays 
Dick Wilkins, Scrooge’s old 
friend. Hunt's Cratchit was 
forgiving and humble in a 
way which affronts a modern 
mind but is true to the tale. 
Cratchit can't afford the 
luxury of protest. Finally, 
Nicole Evans was an ethe- 
really pretty and gracious 
Mrs. Monty and then trans- 
formed herself with ease into 
the jovial, substantial Mrs. 
Fezziwig. 

John Madill was the man 
responsible for the sets, 
lighting and costumes. The 
set was neatly designed to 
accommodate both outdoor, 
indoor, past and present 
scenes. Scrooge’s house on 
the corner looks dark and 
lonely, the ideal lair for such 
a solitary, unloved old wea- 
sel. The street wound past 
the house to a corner, and 
the street scene was attrac- 
tively lit. The indoor scene 
looked both cozy or stark as 
the scene demanded. The 
lighting was especially eff- 
ective, particularly on Mar- 
ley, who looked a bilious 
green, as if slightly en- 
crusted with mould, The 
special effects used to 
announce the arrival of a 
restless corpse were spooky 
enough to satisfy the most 
devout fan of Bela Lugosi. 
Marley's costume of tatters 
and chains made me decide 
on the spot to be buried in 
lightweight Fortrel. 

For those who can't make 
it to the play before it closes 
December 17, it will be 
televised on ITV Christmas 
Eve. But make it to the real 
thing if it’s at all possible, It 
will be double the fun to see 


it twice.

Kids delighted 
as rats vanquished at Walterdale

Writing plays for children 
is not for everyone. The 
playwright must walk a 
precarious line, avoiding 
patronizing his pint-size 
audience. At the other 
extreme, he must not attri- 
bute to them overly sophis- 
ticated humour and sensi- 
bilities. Sandra Jones has 
avoided both these pitfalls in 
**Ready, Steady, Go’ and 
created a play which deligh- 
ted the youngsters in the 
audience at the Walterdale’s 
Sunday matinée. Unlike 
many adult theatregoers, the 
kids were uninhibited in their 
involvement in the play. 
They chortled, oohed, booed 
and generally had a great 
time. One little gaffer was so 
excited at the appearance of 
the three rats that he called 
out a resounding ‘‘Hi, rats!"’ 
as they made their entrance. 
The cast re-acted with pro- 
fessional aplomb, completely 
unpreturbed by the enthus- 
iastic uproar. 

Ready, Steady, Go uses a 
traditional children’s theme, 
in which toys become hu- 
man. The story revolves 
around a collection of dolls 
who live contentedly in an 
attic. However, the placid 
tempo of their lives is 
disrupted by the advent of 
three dastardly rats, bent on 
mayhem and mockery. The 
hero of the play is a Mountie 
Doll, by the name of Ready 
Steady. 

In the title role, Wayne 
Hunter looked quite dashing 
in his uniform, and held the 
slightly vacant gaze of a doll 
throughout the play. He was 
especially good during a 
comic scene in which the rats 
incarcerate him in a cage. 
The indomitable Ready is 
frantically reading the police 
manual to find the official, 
approved method for dealing 
with the villains. The book 
suggests that when con- 
fronting them, he should 
take a ‘‘bold tone’’ when 
dealing with such no ‘counts. 
Being a rather literal fellow, 
Ready does just that. ‘‘Bold 
tone’’ he cries as he lunges 
forward. Mr. Hunter brought 
the scene off in fine style. If 
he could sound more offi- 
cious and forceful, however, 
his performance would ben- 
efit. 

Francie Goodwin, who is 
an intuitive comedienne, 
provoked gaggles of giggles 
as Ready’s trusty steed, who 
goes by the unlikely name of 


Ramona. Ramona is a bump- 
tious, wise-cracking nag, and 
Goodwin plays it to the hilt, 
clopping her feet (excuse me, 
hooves) with glee and giving 
resounding horse laughs. 
She has an instinctive sense 
of timing, and like all the 
cast, seemed to be having a 
marvellous time in the part. 
This is not always the case 
with amateur theatre, or 
even the pros at times. 
However, there was very 
little nervousness apparent 
in the production. 

As Scrumptious the Bear, 
Gordon Rix was lovable, 
although his vocal interpre- 
tation at times sounded like 
Winnie the Pooh doing John 
Wayne. His vocal range and 
volume was the weak link in 
his performance, but this 
was offset by his skill at 
physical comedy. He cow- 
ered, quaked and stumbled 
about, and the kids cracked 
up. 

Karen Dodds-Rockwood 
portrayed Miss Mumbles, a 
vain little doily who is 
obsessed with the cracks in 
her face. Ms. Dodds-Rock- 
wood’s clear voice was 
charming as she sung Miss 
Mumbles’ lament for her 
fading beauty. Another well- 
crafted performance was 
turned in by Randy Ritz in 


the role of Derek the Spider. 
Derek is a wise old bug, 
who has spun a lot of web in 
his time. He was a great 
favorite with the kids, who 
found his melancholy face, 
fatalistic attitude and many 
legs enormously funny. 

The four dollies made a 
pretty tableau as they sat 
frozen in position prior to the 
start of the play. It looked 
damned uncomfortable, but 
there wasn't a twitch! Ros- 
alie (Dix) Richards played 
the exuberant Vanilla with 
confidence and vitality. Jane 
Roxanne Bobak brought a 
nice contrast to Sasparilla, 
who was much more the 
proper lady. Monica Herron 
gave us a twittering fuss 
budget in the person of 
Marie and Lavinia (Karen 
Goerzen) was nicely demure. 

As for the rodent des- 
peradoes, well, they could 
have been a bit more 
menacing. Brian Radomski 
had the role of McClot, the 
boss rat, Mr. Radomski will 
probably become more re- 
laxed with time, but was a bit 
stilted. Tim Willis was a 
particularly nasty rat -- sort 
of a Sid Vicious of rodents, 
McClump might better have 
been named McClutz, for 
this rat is a real bumbler. 
David Nattress took the part 
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4 Piece 


and played it engagingly. 
However, all three rats could 
have appeared a more 
unified and threatening trio. 

Costumers Joan Olsen, 
Sue Graves, Joyce Ogle and 
Lorna Stefaniuk deserve pl 
audits for their work. The 
costumes were great fun, 
particularly Ramona’s and 
Derek's. 

With luck, a whole gener- 
ation of avid theatregoers 
might grow from early 
exposure to productions such 
as this, The kids watched the 
play with far more animation 
than children display when 
watching movies or the tube. 
The Walterdale’s matinee 
was sold out, indicating the 
theatre still holds much 
magic for today’s kids. The 
expressions on their faces 
confirmed it.

fications were suggested, 
another firm wouldn't mind a 
higher tape speed, and so on, 
but Philips stood firm on 
their invention, 

Years later an American 
audio manufacturer called 
Advent, using an advanced 
Wollensak drive system - and 
a new tape coating formula 
called chromium oxide finally 
brought the cassette into the 
hi-fi world. Well, not quite. 
Enter Professor Ray Dolby 
with a revolutionary noise 
reduction system named 
after him and it is clean 
music all the way. (More 
about Dolby, and other noise 
reducers, in future issues). 

Let us now look at a typical 
cassette recorder-deck. The 
functional parts could be put 
in three main divisions: 

(a) mechanical; (b) elec- 
trical (c) aesthetic. It is 
obvious that the mechanical 
and electrical functions are 
so closely linked that it is 
extremely difficult to say 
where each begins or ends. 
The whole transport system 
is designed around an 
electric motor, which could 
be of synchronous type or is 
AC or DC servo controlled, 

All flywheels, pulleys and 
drive shafts depend on the 
motor for operational sta- 
bility. On the exterior are the 
usual control buttons that 
RECORD, REWIND, PLAY 
or STOP. Some better equip- 
ped decks have ‘‘pause’’ 
buttons. 

To monitor visually what 
you are doing sonically, there 
are V.U. (Volume Unit) 
meters, Peak Programmed 
Meters (PPM) or fast acting 
Light Emitting Diodes (LED) 
There is also the usual array 
of ERASE HEAD, RECORD- 
PLAYBACK HEAD comb- 
ined, and in the newer more

expensive decks, separate 
record and play heads. 

The software (the tape, 
that is) is housed in a small 
plastic shell small enough to 
fit in your palm. Inside it, the 
1/8 inch wide tape is per- 
manently glued on both ends 
on two hub reels, with tiny 
cogs. These cogs sit firmly on 
the two drive spindles 
provided in the cassette well. 
Of course, there are tape 
guides and pressure pads, 
and other goodies that will 
enhance smooth tape travel. 
On the outside is a small 
window, through which you 
can see how the tape slowly 
coils its way along, 

Recording with a cassette 
recorder is so easy most 


people will master the 
technique within 10 minutes. 
The portability of the whole 
set up has mass appeal, and 
as most manufacturers think 
of the human side of the 
situation, fairly good fidelity 
recording is within every- 
one’s reach, 

Sometime last year, three 
Japanese electronic firms, 
National Technics, JVS and 
Sony, launched a new system 
based on the cassette con- 
cept. It is called the 
“Elcassette’’ or L cassette"’ 
of **Large Cassette.’’ Bar- 
ring slight modifications, and 
higher tape speed (3% ips), 
wider tape (% inch tape) it 
looks like a big brother of the 


cassette. 

In the past three ot four 
years most company mana- 
gers and directors have been 
using the micro-cassette, 
which is still a smaller 
brother of the cassette. Ob- 
viously, this is only good for 
dictations, and other situa- 
tions where you have to 
record voice only. 

Since Dolby put his '‘B’’ 
system in cassettes, other 
manufacturers in the audio 
world are coming up with 
better means of reducing 
tape noise. A typical example 
is ‘‘dbx'’ and latest in- 
formation says most Teac 
recorders will be featuring 
that noise reduction system.

Fluorescent lights can be harmful to milk 


More than three years 
after the release of a 
University of Guelph report 
on the harmful effects of 
fluorescent light upon milk 
and other dairy products, 
many retail food outlets in 
eastern Canada continue to 
expose the contents of their 
dairy counters to light in- 
tensity approaching that of 
the noon-day sun. 

Dr. J. M. deMan, head of 
the University’s Food Scien- 
ce department, has revealed 
the results of a light meter 
survey of dairy display cases 
of food retailers ranging from 
jug milk stores to super- 
markets in Toronto, Mon- 
treal, Ottawa, Quebec and 
Halifax, at a series of press 
conferences in these cities. 

**We were shocked by the 
light intensity in some out- 
lets,'' he said. *‘One location 
in Toronto was subjecting 
milk in transparent plastic 
bags and jugs to 450 foot 
candles, more than seven 
times the absolute maximum 
light intensity recommended 
in our study." 

The survey in Montreal 
revealed that the light 
intensity ranged from 160 to 
240 foot candles. In Ottawa 
stores, light intensity ranged 
from 320 to 160 foot candles. 
Quebec City dairy cases 
readings were from 240 to 
110. Only in Halifax, in 
readings taken in August, 
has some progress been 
made in reducing light 
intensity, deMan said. Hali- 
fax readings were from 130 
to 5S and generally were 
lower across the board. 

The original University of 


Guelph report showed that 
milk subjected to light for 48 
hours had an almost com- 
plete loss of ascorbic acid in 
clear plastic pouches and 
returnable plastic jugs. Milk 
in Opaque cardboard cartons 
had about a three percent 
loss. 

‘Just as important as the 
nutritional loss by light 
exposure is the fact that an 
oxidized off-flavour devel- 
oped in the transparent 
pouches and plastic jugs

‘wed 
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within six hours, and highly 
significant flavour changes 
occurred in 12 hours,’’ he 
emphasized, ‘‘Milk in opa- 
que cardboard cartons show- 
ed no significant flavour 
change in 48 hours."’ 

‘*Milk is now at an 
historically high price, and it 
is absolutely essential that 
the milk consumer be pro- 
tected from nutritional losses 
and flavour deterioration,” 
he added. ‘'It is the food 
retailer's responsibility to

either drastically curb light 
exposure or provide the con- 
sumer with light-resistant 
opaque containers. The brill- 
iance of the light now used is 
also a gross waste of our 
hydro resources." 

To insure accuracy, two 
types of light meters were 
used in the surveys, and food 
outlets were chosen at ran- 
dom. The survey also re- 
corded the distance of the 
light sources from the dairy 
products they illuminated.

While the average Cana- 
dian consumes more than 
100 pounds of beef a year, he 
eats only 1S pounds of fish. 
Yet, ounce for ounce, fish is 
probably the most nutritious 
food you can buy. Four or 
five ounces of lean fish, as 
part of a balanced meal, can 
supply all the protein your 
body needs. In other words, 
you don’t have to eat a lot to 
get alot. This makes it a 
perfect food for people who 
are trying to control their 
weight. 

Of course, some fish have 
more fat than others. Among 
the leanest varieties are cod, 
haddock, sole, ocean perch, 
freshwater perch, pike, pick- 
erel, smelt and all shellfish. 
Halibut and whitefish have a 
slightly higher fat content, 
while herring, mackerel, 
salmon, lake trout, tuna and 
turbot have even more. 

Trying some of these kinds 
of fish can be a_ real 
adventure in eating. The 
hundreds of recipes to be 
found in various popular 
cookbooks prove that fish can 
add variety and interest to a 
sometimes humdrum diet of 
red meat and poultry. Bar- 
becued fish is one delicacy 
that's often overlooked. But 
no matter how you prepare 
it, it's most important not to

MICROWAVE OVENS... 
TO BUY OR NOT TO BUY?? 


The television program 
Marketplace, recently did a 
show about Microwave Ov- 
ens. The program dealt with 
one individual's complaint 
about a microwave oven that 
he purchased for his wife, 
before 1974. After using this 
oven for one week, his wife 
complained of watery eyes 
and headaches. As a tech- 
nician, the husband tested 
his microwave oven for leak- 
age of microwaves and his 
readings indicated that there 

'was a high leakage of 
microwaves. 

I am sure if this is the 
program you listened to, you 
would be convinced not to 
buy a microwave oven, The 
key to this incident is that 
this microwave oven was 
manufactured before 1974. 
Ovens made after 1974, must 
meet strict government stan- 
dards for leakage of micro- 
waves. 


SAFETY STANDARDS - 
AFTER 1974 


Microwave ovens constr- 
ucted after 1974, have to 
meet stringent government 
standards - of leakage of 1 
milliwatt per square centi- 
metre at a distance of 5 
centimetres (or two inches) 
from the oven door seal. So 
ovens sold today are safe. 
But, the Marketplace survey 
of new microwaye ovens 
indicated that if the oven had 
been dropped during trans- 
portation, a higher leakage 
could occur, Therefore, have 
the oven tested for leakage 
after itis delivered to your 
home. 


CARE OF A MICROWAVE 


Just a few rules to follow to 
insure that the door seal is 
doing its job properly: 

1. Make sure the door seal 
is CLEAN and free of spots 
and spills. 

2. Keep the oven cavity 
CLEAN. 

3. Check door hinges, so 
they are not loose. 

4. If the door pulls down, 
do not use it as a shelf as you 
can weaken the doors hinges. 
5. Depending upon the 
brand of oven purchased 
there is a warranty or 
guarantee on the oven from

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Tourists storming Tower of London

“To the Tower!’’ was the 
verdict that often ended with 
“Off with his (or her) head!”’ 

But the Tower of London is 
no longer one of history’s 
most feared addresses. ‘To 
the Tower!"’ now spurs on 
tourists instead of terrifying 
victims with the bloody 
justice once favored by 
English monarchs. 

The Tower of London 
fortress is 900 years old this 
year. The anniversary is 
expected to be observed by 
an onslaught of visitors, 
probably topping the record 
three million that stormed 
the venerable stones last 
year, according to the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 


NOT A DISNEYLAND 


It is England’s most popu- 
lar tourist attraction, and if 
not exactly a British Disney- 
land, it is where you can see: 

The Crown Jewels, 
priceless and irreplaceable. 

- A chopping block and 
axes that claimed many of 
the heads of the 90 men and 
women executed there. 

- Dungeons and instru- 
ments of torture that squee- 


zed ‘‘confessions"’ and stre- 
tched the ‘‘truth’’ from 
thousands. 


- Suits of armor, including 
a thick-waisted ensemble for 
Henry Vi11, elegant in 
engraving and gilt. 

- Resident ravens with 
wings clipped as insurance 
against the legend that the 
Tower will fall if the birds 
ever fly away. 

- The guarding-guiding 
‘Beefeaters,’’ or more pro- 
perly Yeoman Warders, in 
their big Tudor hats, neck 
ruffs, and bright scarlet 
tunics. 

The bright outlook of a 
record number of tourists, 
who will pay about $2.85 a 
head during the summer, is a 
reflection of the Tower's dark 
past. 

William the Conqueror 
started building it in 1078, 
just 12 years after his men 
invaded across the English 
Channel from Normandy. 
This original part of the 
Tower, large and squarish 
with its own turrets at the 
four corners, was a stone 
threat that glowered over the 
rough houses of London. 

It was soon living up to 
appearances with heart stop- 
ping sightseeing for many an 
unwilling one-way visitor of 
the day. 


““SCAVENGER’S 
DAUGHTER” 


A tour of the Tower could 
include a touch of the rack, 
the thumbscrew, the boot, 
and the iron-bound embrace 
of the Scavenger's Daughter. 

But for a large unknown 
number, their sojourn at the 
Tower led but to the grave. 
Headsmeni beheaded most, 
including two wives of Henry 
V111, one by traditional ax 
and one by the sword stroke 
she preferred, 

Two royal children were 
murdered there, Edward V, 
aged 13, and his 8 year old 
brother, the Duke of York, in 
1483. The dead was done in 
the part of the fortress 
dubbed the Bloody Tower 
supposedly on orders of their 
uncle, who then became 
Richard 111. 

Sir Walter Raleigh lived in 


the Bloody Tower for years 
and went to the block from 
there. 

Some prisoners left with 
their heads, including Will- 
iam Penn, later to found 
Pennsylvania, Queen Eliza- 
beth 1, confined there as a 
proud princess, staged a 


two-hour sit-down strike 
upon arriving by the Thames 
at the Tower's only watet 
gate, unrelentingly named 
Traitor’s Gate. 

The last prisoner executed 
in the Tower was Josef 
Jacobs, a German spy, shot 
in the Tower's rifle range in 


1941, 

The Tower of London 
fortress with its three en- 
circling walls has withstood a 
peasant revolt, the Great 
Fire of London in 1666, 
bombings by terrorists and 
Nazis -- and now the current 
invasion of tourists. 


Ice cream cone debate “waffles”

On a summer day back in 
1904 a rolled-up waffle met a 
scoop of ice cream, and the 
ice cream cone was born. So 
was an argument. 

Just about everyone ag- 
rees that the ice cream cone 
was introduced to America at 
the 1904 St. Louis World’s 
Fair, but what they don't 
agree on is who did the 
introducing. 

The International Asso- 
ciation of Ice Cream Manu- 
facturers says it was Ernest 
A. Hamwi, a Syrian waffle 
vendor. He came to the 
rescue when a fellow ven- 
dor--selling ice cream--ran 
out of dishes on a busy day at 
the fair. Hamwi, so they say, 
rolled one of his waffles into 
a cornucopia, let it cool, and 
put a scoop of ice cream in its 
mouth. 


WHO SCOOPED WHOM? 


Not so, say relatives of 
other men who were at the 
fair, where there were at 
least 50 ice cream stands and 
as many waffle booths. 
Among others, a Turkish ice 
cream merchant named Dav- 
id Avayou has said he was 
the one who came up with 
the winning combination. 

Nephews of Syrian-born 
Abe Doumar, also a sales- 


man at the fair, take the 
claim to fame a bit further, 
says the National Geographic 
Society. Not only do they 
credit their uncle with the 
invention of the rolled cone, 
but they also say they have 
the only machine left in the 
country that is used to make 
cones rolled by hand. 

The machine is dated 
1905, one year after young 
Doumar, dressed as an Arab, 
sold ‘Jordan River Water 
Paperweights’ at the fair. 

Watching another vendor 
struggle with a waning 
waffle business, Doumar 
suggested he roll his product 
up and top it with ice cream, 
relates his nephew, Victor 
Doumar. 

The idea was such a smash 
that after the fair was over, 
the waffle salesman gave one 
of his irons to Doumar, which 
he turned into his first 
cone-making machine. On 
this machine one cone could 
be rolled while three others 
were cooking. 

One of Uncle Abe’s mach- 
ines -- and the fresh waffle 
cones it turns out -- now 
draws lines of customers to a 
barbecue and ice cream 
drive-in in Norfolk, Va., 
owned by Victor Doumar and 
his brother Al.

Doumars zips from hot iron 
to iron, ladling on dollops of 
batter, then peeling off crisp, 
fragrant waffles and wrapp- 
ing them on wooden cone- 
shaped forms to cool. An 
experienced worker can ma- 
ke 150 sugar cones an hour. 

‘The main ingredient is 
sugar,’’ Victor Doumar ex- 
plained, ‘‘Then there’s an 
equal amount of flour, and 
also water, vanilla extract, 
and a little shortening to 
keep the batter from stick- 
ing.”’ 

Doumar and his brother 
have been working the 
machine since their teens, 
carrying on the tradition 
Uncle Abe began in 1905 at 
Coney Island. Business pick- 
ed up there after Abe paid 
women to stroll along the 
boardwalk slurping ice cream 
cones, 

After Coney Island, Dou- 
mar and his cone machine hit 
the road, following state fairs 
from Staten Island to Jack- 
sonville, Fla. He later set up 
business in Norfolk, where 
one day in 1925 Doumar sold 
22,600 cones. 

Victor Doumar says he 
doesn’t mind if historians 
waffle on his uncle's claim of 
inventing the cone; in fact, 
he laps it up. 

“*Controversy,’’ he said, 
‘tis good for business.’*

The age of 
majority remains at 18, 
Recent actions within several 
American states indicates a 
nationwide move to raise the 
age for legal drinking of 
alcoholic beverages to 21 in 
most of the 23 states which 
lowered it in the early 70's,

president of the Alcohol 
Drug Education Association, 
the Rev. Douglas Russell has 
submitted a letter of request 
to the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council of the province of 
Alberta to run a plebiscite 
during the next provincial 
election, at which time the 
electorate would decide wh- 
ether or not to raise the 
drinking age to 21 years of 
age.

seminar 


focuses on 1980's 


The just completed Na- 
tional Beef Industry Semin- 
ar, held in Regina, had a 
number of clear messages for 
the producers, packers, re- 
tailers and consumers who 
attended, says Stewart Br- 
own, president of the Cana- 
dian Cattlemen's Associa- 
tion, 

Brown said that his Asso- 
ciation, joint sponsors of the 
seminar along with the Meat 
Packers Council of Canada, 
was pleased with the att- 
endance at the seminar and 
the high calibre of presen- 
tation made to it. The most 
important contribution of the 
seminar was to bring to- 
gether representatives of the 
large number of groups who 
are involved in the beef 
industry. These included 
beef producers from every 


cattle producing province in 
Canada, processors, whole- 
salers, researchers, consum- 
ers and government repre- 
sentatives, Brown said that it 
is essential that all these 
segments meet occasionally 
to discuss common problems 
and to exchange ideas about 
the future. 

Beyond that the seminar 
directed the attention of the 
industry to a number of 
challenges and opportunities 
that were developing. The 
growth of beef demand from 
the hotel, restaurant and 
institutional trade and the 
quick service food segment

stabilized and that more and 
more beef would be eaten 
away from home. This de- 
velopment has major impli- 
cations for the industry and 
especially for producers es- 
pecially as the real growth 
area over recent years has 
been in the hamburger 
business. 

Brown said that a common 
theme of all the speakers at 
the seminar was the growing 
presence of government in 
every segment of the beef 
industry. While most Cana- 
dians recognized the impor- 
tance of government in- 
volvement in such things as 
health inspection, grading, 
statistical collection and re- 
porting and market price 
reporting. Government ag- 
encies are now actually 
working to determine what 
we eat, where we eat it and 
how much we pay for it. 
While individual government 
policies and programs when 
taken alone are not neces- 
sarily of great importance, 
the total weight of these 
policies is reducing the 
industry's efficiency and 
especially its ability to react 
to new ideas and new opp- 
ortunities. 

If there is one single 
outstanding concept that 


emerged in the seminar it is 
that we are facing an era of 
rapid change in the types and 
level of demand, in mar- 
keting technology and in 
production systems. In some 
extent these changes must 
be faced by producers and 
others working together. 
However, most of the need 
to respond to change will 
remain with the individual 
producers, processors and 
retailers. This high degree of 


flexibility within the industry 
has been a major asset in the 
past and has enabled the 
industry to double in size 
over the last 25 years as well 
as absorb very significant 
changes in technology. The’ 
seminar was an attempt to 
assist the industry to face 
and exploit the challenges of 
the '80’s while still retaining 
the initiative and flexibility 
that has been so valuable in 
the past.

Today, a look at swimming pools, tennis courts, fields 
and I suppose I could throw in something on racquet 


First...pools. Grandin Pool, or is it the Grosvenor Pool? 
Doesn't really matter what it’s called. This pool is a prime 
example of lack of foresight. The minute the pool was 
opened, right from the ribbon cutting ceremony, the town 
(at that time we were a town) had already OUTGROWN 
it. The line-ups to get in went halfway to Morinville. 

I prefer to call it a pool ‘for getting wet.’ Swimming is 
out of the question. Unless of course, you are on the swim 
club, On a hot day, it seemed like three quarters of the 
town was in that swimming hole. Just the same, it is well 
used, I think USED is the key word there. On a scale of 
one to ten, (ten being fantastic), I'll give it a four...make 
that a five, or maybe four and a half.

The Mission courts are nice, and so are the 
Akinsdale courts (the latter took a brief stint out of action 
last year to have re-surfacing job done, About two months, 
in fact, a job that should have been done in a week), The 
City of St. Albert must think the tennis season begins at the 
beginning of July. Wrongo, gentlemen (ladies). On the other 
hand, they are building two courts next to the Fountain 
Park pool. A slap on the knuckles for not having enough 
courts, but a seven for the quality. 

And what about fields. Soccer, football, baseball types.
